House Acts To Ban 
Censorship of 
Foreign Nations 


WASHINGTON, June 27—(UP) 
The House Thursday night voted 
of epee to bar UNRRA aid to 
‘any country which prevents Amer- 
ican newsmen from reporting on 
'UNRRA relief activities. 
| The 154-to-53 vote on “freedom 
of the press” came on an amend- 
I | ment by Rep. Everett M. Dirksen, 
Republican, of Illinois, who point- 
‘ed out to his colleagues that Brit- 
ish and Russian news agency rep- 
‘resentatives were sitting above 
‘him in the press gallery, and that 
he wanted equal rights for -Ameri- 
can newsmen. 

“That’s what we want,” he said. 
“That’s our idea of freedom of 
‘the press. But we want reciproc- 
ity.” 

HOUSE IN ACCORD 

The House agreed with Dirk- 
sens assertion that this is “one 
‘way to stop appeasement—let it 
go through .and assert our belief 
in the freedom of the press to all 


the world.” 

The amendment pertains only to 
news of UNRRA food distribution 
in foreign lands, It was aimed spe- 
cifically at Russia—the only na- 
ition which does not permit re- 
porters to keep tabs on UNRRA 


“activities within her borders.

In line with the jump of $5 
a bale for cotton on the New 
York Cotton Exchange, the 
price of spot cotton in Atlanta 
closed yesterday at 30.92 cents 
per pound, the highest price 
since April 8, 1924, when the 
closing price for spot cotton 
here was 31.13 cents per 
pound. . 

For the 10 average markets 
throughout the cotton belt, 
the closing price for Spot cot- 
ton was 30.90 cents. per 
pound. In New Orleans, the 
spot closing was 30.85 cents 
and in New York 31.66. For 
October futures, the New 
York closing was 31.02 cents, 
with the high at 31.50 cents 
per pound.

FULTON COURTS GRANT 2,026 DIVORCES. 
IN 6 MONTHS—4,000 A YEAR RATE 


The number of divorces granted by the Domestic Relations 
Division of Fulton Superior Court has heavily increased over 
figures for the corresponding period last year, according to 
figures compiled by Deputy Clerk of Courts J. H. Bush. 

Bush said that so far this year the Court had granted, 
under both the old and new divorce laws, a total of 2,026 
decrees as compared with 2,820 for the entire year of 1945.

“The purpose of this letter,” it 
said, “is toerequest that you give 
consideration to issuing a memo- 
rial stamp in honor of the late 
Thomas E. Watson, who is recog- 
nized as the author of the Rural 
Free Delivery service. 


“We feel that it is most fitting 
that such a stamp should be is- 
sued this year, the fiftieth anni- 
versary Of Rural Free Delivery 
service Which means so much to 
the rural people of America and 
has proven itself a boon to the Na- 
tion.

State Ready 
To Retire 


W.&A. Bonds 


Final bonds of the $5,000,000 
Western and Atlantic Railroad is- 
sue will mature Monday, enabling 
cancellation of a 108-year-old debt 
which has cost the State $25,000,- 
000 in interest. 

Funds amounting to $863,702.17 
will be available to pay the last 
of the bonds and interest pay- 
ments will stop, State Auditor B. 
E. Thrasher, Jr., said yesterday. 

State Treasury officials, who 
will pay the bonds, expressed the 
hope that owners, will present 
their claims promptly, pointing 
out that one W. and A. bond for 
$1,500 matured in 1886 and still 
has not been presented for pay- 
ment, 

Money to pay approximately 
$59,000 for other W. and A. bond 
obligations, still unclaimed, @js 
available at the Treasury, they 
pointed out. 

Treasury officials explained that 
the difficulty in paying some of 
the matured bonds arose from the 
fact that many are non-registered 
or negotiable with no record of 
the owners. 

However, certain registered 
bonds of the W. and A. group have 
matured and have not been pre- 
sented, they said. In many cases, 
letters to the owners have failed 
to bring an answer. 

The State-owned W. and A. Rail- 
road now is valued at $22,000,000, 
Thrasher said. The explained that 
the $25,000,000 total interest costs 
were approximate since the debt 
is so old that some of the records 
have been lost. 

The securities are general State 
bonds and were issued at inter- 
vals beginning in 1838 as construc- 
tion of the State-financed railroad 
progressed. 


‘Army Needs 50,000 


Officers, Ike Says 


WASHINGTON, June 27—(UP) 
Gen. Xisenhower told Congress 
Thursday that the Army will need 
a professional nucleus of 50,000 
regular officers—twice as many as 
at present—for the next 25 to 40 
years, “or until the United Na- 
tions becomes a definitely effec- 
tive force.” 

The Army Chief of Staff testi- 
fied before a Senate Military Af- 
fairs Subcommittee in support of a 
bill to increase the Regular Army’s 
officer limit from 25,000 to 50,000. 

He said present plans call for 
supplementing the 50,000 regular 
officers by 30,000 reservists.

Dear Ralph:—My, how you have changed! I was in London for 

a few film shots of the V-E Day parade recently, and “Ripley,” 
if I didn’t see a tall, slim English lass carrying a val-pac (not in 
the parade), with the name “Ralph McGill” boldly showing on the 
exposed side ... the real McGill, for the large lettering also read 
“Atlanta, Georgia.” 
She had had the handle fixed. (Remember in Frankfurt whee 
you gave it to me, it was “kaput” from too heavy a load.) Well, 
I had missed it, but had no idea where it had disappeared, or when. 
So, I hailed her and asked her how come she was advertising Ralph 
McGill in London? She said she was visiting the newsreel assign- 
ment desk in Frankfurtla few days before and happened to notice 
the “pac” with a sort of forsaken appearance, and knowing you 
were no longer in Germany, decided to take it along to replace a 
stolen one. She said she had no intention of removing the name 
or giving it back to me—so, if Ralph McGill gets into any trouble 
or is the subject of gossip in London on the basis of a bag with 
his name on it, I'll swear on your behalf that it was a tall, slim 
English girl with an Oxford accent... at the present I’m the only 
one of the Atlanta connections surviving at Press Headquarters, 
Park Hotel, Frankfurt.

: Had it been a horse, I would have ‘had to shoot 
Old Faithful that val-pac bag. It was an old, faithful servant, 
but it broke a handle and there was no way to fix it in Frankfurt. 

I did not feel too kindly toward it at the time. 

I recall very well when the handle broke. It was just when I 
had come out of the grimy, cold Station at Frankfurt. There was 
a crowded bus. I swung the bag up. The handle broke and it fell 
on my tired feet. I had been sitting up for 17 consecutive hours 
in a compartment with five other men. Unshaved, dirty, tired, my 
eyes gritty, | was about all in as things stood. Then the handle 
broke and the bag fell on my feet. 

Three times 1 was sent to the wrong headquarters to present 
my credentials. Three times 1 managed to carry that heavy bag 
in my arms, onto and off buses. 

By regulation for transatlantic flights, it had to have name and 
address on it printed in block letters at least two inches high. When 
finally | was settled I got a slip allowing me to purchase one new 
val-pac. When I left I gave the old one to Ken Stambaugh, from 
Atlanta’s movie row, then top man in the film section. All it needed 
was a new handle. 

The tall, slim English girl must have found one. 

By now it is a muchly-traveled bag. It has been around the 
world, including Turkey, Russia, China, India and Australia. It 
has been three times to Paris, twice to Cairo, has flown the At- 
lantic three times and the Pacific once. 

Now it is in London for the third trip. I wish the young lady 
would report to me on the remainder of its Odyssey. I would dis- 
like to think of it as resting in the darkness of a London closet for 


the rest of its days.

I was always remembering Georgia, seeing some bit of road or 
river or hill that reminded me of home. Or meeting some pergon 
from Georgia with whom I could talk of towns and dogs and hunts 
and things in general. 

Anyhow, it was good to hear the old val-pac is still on the go

Unlimited Debate Slows Congress 


W ASHINGTON—Previous reports in this space have described 
the three major difficulties besetting the unhappy President Truman 
—the chaos of administration, the shortage of good executive man- 
power and the breakdown of the executive-legislative relationship. 
These ‘are difficulties which can be removed, either wholly or in 
part, by rather simple expedients that the President has it in his 
power to adopt. Underlying these difficulties, however, is a larger 
problem which is less urgent, but so basic that it also deserves to 
be reported on. 

The last six months of confusion and failure have caused many 
thoughtful men, in Congress and the Departments, to consider this 
problem very seriously. It may be stated in several different ways. 
How promptly should the Government respond to the will of the 
majority of the people’ Or to what extent should special interests 
in the country be given special protection at Washington? Or is 
the Govefnment reaily to govern? 

A very .simple case in point, illustrating all the aspects of the 
problem, is that of the anti-poll tax bill. Whether this measure to 
improve the lot of the Southern Negroes is good or bad, there can 
be no doubt that it enjoys majority support. It has carried the 
House by heavy majorities. It would carry the Senate, if it were 
not for the Southern filibusters which have always blocked it. 
Therefore, any attempt to limit debate in the Senate, or to give the 
majority leadership authority to set up a sound schedule of legis- 
lative work, will always be blocked by the Southerners. They fear 
such measures as the anti-poll tax bill, and thus cling to their right 
of filibuster. . 


: Suppose you could prove conclusively 
Special Protection that the House and Senate majorities had 


gone collectively insane in their support of the anti-poll tax bill. 
The question would still remain whether it is desirable to allow 
this special protection of the right of unlimited debate. An occa- 
sional undesirable measure may be killed by unlimited debate. But 
the number of undesirable measures thus killed is as nothing to 
the number of urgent bills thus gravely delayed, acted upon in a 
hugger-mugger manner, or not acted upon at all. The right of un- 
limited debate certainly gives valuable protection to an occasional 
minority, but the price for it is acceptance of a permanent condition 
of semi-impotence in the Congress. This fact has been demon- 
strated time and again in the present session, when small but ob- 
stinate minorities in the Senate have delayed or obstructed action 
on every kind of important legislation. 

The system of checks and balances itself was devised by the 
founding fathers with a view to guarding against special dangers, 
or tyranny, of hasty action, and, above all, of undue invasion of 
the rights of the propertied class. It was so organized that the 
Government would not work at all unless the Executive, the two 
Houses of Congress and the Courts were in general agreement as 
to what should be done about any problem. The aftermath of the 
great Roosevelt court fight has removed the check of the Courts 
except in cases of civil liberty. But this has been compensated for 
by the increasing divergence of the other two branches.

Amendments same thing at every turn. Congress hardly 
passes a bill without attaching to it amendments requiring the 
executive branch to do this or not to do that, in order to take care 
of some special interest possessing influence on the Hill. And in 
almost every case, amendments of this sort, besides meeting the re- 
quirements of the special interest (which may or may not be de- 
serving) also hamper the administrator of the measure in all sorts 
of other plainly undesirable ways. Again, the practice of the exec- 
utive branch is always to draw regulations aimed at inflicting the 
maximum penalty on the rarest type of evildoer. And these regu- 
lations, intended to provide for the exceptional case, invariably com- 
plicate administration to the point where the ordinary citizen must

go to intolerable trouble in order to comply with the rules. Anye” 


one who has paid a tax knows that. 

None of these causes of governmental impotence and slowness 
mattered very much in the old days, when the Government did not 
really govern. Until 1932, except for brief intervals, the business 
interest exercised a much greater power over the national life than 
the Government even attempted. But in the Roosevelt era, the 
United States made the transition from negative to positive Govern- 
ment. The Government ceased to be an instrumentality largely 
intended to keep order and see to the national defense, It assumed 
a decisivie authority in almost every field of national life. This 
makes the problem really serious. 

No one suggests a return to the negative Government which the 
United States last had under Herbert Hoover, any more than any- 
one suggests doing away with the checks and balances which are 
the very heart of the American system. The question remains, how 
to make the cumbersome governmental machinery work with the 
speed and efficiency and scope which are demanded by these times. 
There is no simple expedient by which this question can be an- 
swered. That will only come with gradually increasing recognition 
in Congress, in the executive branch and among the people, of the 
nature of the modern governmental problem.

Henry and the 
Common Man 


NEW YORK—Continuing my 
little inquiry in Henry Morgen- 
thau’s personal use of an expen- 
sive Coast Guard plane for flights 
between Washington and his home 
at Beacon, N. Y., when the com- 
mon man’s motor fuel was ration- 
ed with eye-droppers, I have ar- 
rived back where I started. He got 
away with it, in secret, because 
the censorship forbade publication 
of the movements of planes of the 
fighting services and thus protect- 
ed him. He travelled on his own 
business for no other reason than 
to spend weekends at his home 
in the country and had the use 
of a semi-private field built at pub- 
lic expense near his farm but he 
didn’t have to pay for the fuel, 
the use of the ship or the services 
of the Coast Guard crew because— 

James Forrestal, the Secretary 
of the Navy, explains why in re- 
sponse to an inquiry. 

“There is no Navy regulation 
which authorizes the use of Naval 
aircraft for his personal use,” Mr. 
Forrestal writes. “Air transporta- 
tion is furnished Cabinet members 
at their request by the armed serv- 
ices by direction of the President.” 

So by order of Henry’s leader,

The most significant detail is 
that the bombardier of the B-29 
which carries the bomb will be 
free to cancel the drop after his 
fourth run over the target if 
weather predictions are unfulfilled 
and visibility is not suitable. 


Thus actual war conditions do 
not apply in any sense. Not even 
the most skeptical scientist can 
deny the test provides free rein to 
the bomb’s power. 


The ships could be wrecked by 
old-style bombs from planes un- 
disturbed by flak or countering 
fighter planes.

Left naked of any defense, 
as she is now, the old forms would 
| make short work of her. But we 
can know the measure of destruc- 
‘tion of an atomic bomb only by 
dropping one effectively close to 
her as the main target, 


In any future war, when not one 
but many atomic bombs are drop- 
ped on a fleet by a wave of planes 
or when radio-guided missiles are 
used, at least one is likely to be 
close to a battleship or an aircraft 
carrier. Qne of the present objec- 
tives, therefore, is to get a single 
bomb bursting in air close to the 
target. 

The Navy will have one answer 
as to its future in the air-burst 
test. It will have another in the 
slightly submerged burst. The im- 
mense, complicated preparations 
for the first test meveul the Navy’s 
determination, through deliberate 
and thorough planning, to get a 
complete answer to the question, 
“Where do we go from here?”

ON GREEN DUTCH HILL 


Flowers, Trees Circle 
Graves of GI Heroes 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL. 


On a green hill in Holland 


six miles from the town of Maastricht, 


tulips, daffodils and hyacinths grow in orderly profusion. 
Poplars, willows and countless fruit trees circle the hill’s crest. 


And off to one side stands a small white chapel, 


serenity of the scene. 

This peaceful spot is. an Ameri- 
can Military cemetery in which 
19,000 men who died in World 
War II are buried. And this de- 
scription of it comes directly from 
a slender, brown-eyed Dutch wom- 
an who herself has tended hun- 
dreds of the graves. 

Mme. Emily Van Kessenich, 
wife of the Mayor of Maastricht, 
came to the United States—and 
to Atlanta—to tell relatives of 
those buried in the cemetery, 
about the unsullied beauty of the 
place. She came to tell them of 
the consummate care which grate- 
ful citizens of the Netherlands 
are taking of the graves. And she 
came to thank them for aiding 
in the liberation of her country 
and its people, 

The importance which she at- 
taches to her mission here is 
evident in the fact that she left 
behind her 11 small children, 
whose ages range from one to 15. 
She hated to leave them, yes, but 
when she considered the debt that 
she feels her country owes to the 
United States, she couldn't de- 
cline. 

Mme. Van Kessenich is here at 
the invitation of the United States 
Government and her tour is be- 
ing sponsored by the Government 


of the Netherlands. 


Gratitude is a virtue which is 
never lacking in Mme. Van Kes- 
senich. It was gratitude that first 
prompted her to “adopt” a group
